During the 
fiscal year, 3,123 fires were report­ 
ed in the state, with a total fire loss 
of $4,364,195, and of these fires 2*- 
028 were on dw ellings and barns, 
with a total property dam age of $2,- 
323,415.

in insurance, because of the practi­

absence of the moral hazard.
